-The un-American Affairs Com- 
mittee then specifies such un- 
scrupulous exploiting methods 
and lists as one the “organized 
hate group,” “which masque- 
rades as a defender of our re- 
publican form of government, yet 
conducts hate campaigns against 
racial and religious minorities in 
the infamous tradition of fascist 
dictatorships.” 


The report also names some of 
the notorious individuals and 
publications.

An accompanying injunction 
freed some 100 RCA patents in 
the color television field to all 
comers. 


RCA, without admitting guilt, 
had declined to fight the criminal 
indictment returned against it in 
1957. This plea of nolo contendere 
left Federal District Judge John 
F. X. McGohey free to punish the 
firm as he saw fit within the 
limits of the law. 


In the civil antitrust suit brought 
against RCA in 1954, the company 
agreed to abide by a court injunc- 
tion against any allocation of 
markets for the manufacture or 
sale of its apparatus or for the 
licensing of patents. 


RCA said in a statement: 


“RCA welcomes the termination 
of this long and burdensome liti- 
gation. . . In the promising field 
of color television, the decree pro- 
vides for a patent pool in which 
any manufacturer may participate 
on a royalty-free licensing basis 
..» Those who do not join the 
pool can acquire use of these RCA 
patents by paying reasonable roy- 
alty rates.” 


Since 1952, RCA, with the aid 
of other firms, built up a back- 
log of some 10,000 patents in the 
radio-TV field.

Refusals of several subpoenaed wit- 
nesses to testify before a legislative 
group investigating the State Purchasing 
Department intensifies the cloud of sus- 
picion hanging over its operation. 


Does this defiance of the committee 
during the past two days indicate that 
the probers are striking too close for 
comfort? If not, what is there to hide? 


Certainly it would appear that those 
who sell to the state and those who han- 
dle the buying for it would welcome the 
opportunity to clear up any doubts that 
have arisen—provided all dealings were 
aboveboard and the state got its money’s 
worth and there were no kickbacks or 
payoffs involved. 

At any rate, the reluctance of wit- 
nesses to testify is strange. 

Especially is it difficult to reconcile 
ace salesman George P. Whitman Jr.’s 
excuse for not testifying with the per- 
formance he staged before the legislative 
committee. Declaring that the latter 
does not have authority to enforce its 
subpoena power and declining to an- 
swer questions, Mr. Whitman then used 
the committee as a forum before which 
he read a seven-page oration. 

A goodly portion of it was aimed at 
the Atlanta newspapers. This is an old 
dodge that politicians use from time to 
time when the going gets rough and 
which deceives only the most gullible. 

Why does Mr. Whitman get so much of 
the state’s business? Why does the state 
pay more for certain purchases than do 
neighboring states and sometimes even 
more than retail prices? These seem to 
be fair and reasonable questions. 

The entire operation of the purchas- 
ing department should be subjected to 
further scrutiny by not only the legisla- 
tive committee but by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury. 

The latter should be interested espe- 
cially in a full probe of the committee's 
claim that Assistant Purchasing Agent 
W. C. Massee last year received a $7,500 
eashier’s check from George P. Whit- 
man Jr.

Gov. Griffin Could Give 
Good Tips on Spending 


Gov. Griffin told members of the 
House and Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee Monday that he “wouldn’t know 
where to start” in advising them where 
state spending could be cut. Never was 
a fact more obvious than that. If the com- 
mittee finds any place to start in find- 
ing economies, evidence says it will not 
be with the present governor. 


He is the governor who wanted to 
add another 80 million dollars in princi- 
pal and interest to the state’s bonded. in- 
debtedness just this year under authority 
type financing which already exceeds 300 
million dollars and which will take $27,- 
500,000 each year for the next 15 years to 
retire. 


In this administration, Georgians have 
paid an additional tax bill of 200 million 
dollars and have 150 millions in new 
debts. The state government is spending 
at a rate which exceeds 340 millions an- 
nually, 


In this administration, citizens have 
seen their -purchasing department run 
with incredible laxity; their revenue de- 
partment rife with scandals which now 
have resulted in grand jury indictments; 
their highway department run in a man- 
ner resembling a gigantic political pat- 
ronage agency which finally exploded in 
the Baxley scandal. 


Georgians have witnessed since the 
beginning of the last fiscal year a surplus 
in the State Treasury of 35 million dol- 
lars reduced to about $4,500,000 at the 
present time—lowest in a decade. 

It is quite true that the cost of edu- 
cation is going up at a rate of from 12 
to 14 millions a year. It is equally true 
that no effort has been made to curb 
spending anywhere else—as has been 
done in North Carolina where in one 
year good business methods saved 11 mil- 
lion dollars of appropriated funds. 


On the record, it is quite obvious that 
if the committee wants advice on how to 
save money it had best look elsewhere. 
But if it wants advice on spending, it 
could get none better.

How Long Will Rule 
By Geography Endure? 


Georgia’s population has increased by 
326,000 persons in the first seven years 
of the current decade, according to an 
estimate by the Bureau of the Census. 

This rate of increase of 9.5 per cent is 
below the national average of 13 per cent 
and means that Georgia probably will 
lose one of its representatives in Con- 
gress. This will give the state the same 
representation it had 80 years ago. Rela- 
tively the state is losing population-wise 
and in national political power. 

If we do lose a representative, which 
in all likelihood will occur, the General 
Assembly will be charged with reshuf- 
fling congressional districts in the state 
for the first time since 1930 when we 
last lost a congressman. In the intervening 
three decades, there has been a vast 
movement of population within the state 
and between congressional districts. 

When the question does come up, these 
population changes certainly must be con- 
sidered. The Fifth District, which in- 
cludes Atlanta and Fulton County, for 
instance, now has a population of more 
than 800,000 people. With almost one 
third of the state’s people, this district 
has only one of 10 representatives in the 
House. 

Nor is this the only inequity which 
has developed. Movement of populations 
has made a shambles of any pretense of 
representation on the basis of population. 
As in the State Legislature, legislative 
apportionment is by geography. Pine trees 
in some areas have much better repre- 
sentation than thousands of Georgians 
themselves. 

In considering the democratic form of 
government under any line of reason- 
ing, representation on the basis of popu- 
lation is the only just and fair method. 
Makeup of the national House of Rep- 
resentatives from the various states is on. 
such a method. But in Georgia—where it 
has been almost 30 years since an ad- 
justment of congressional districts has 


been made—we make a mockery of rep- _ 


resentative government. 

It is time now to begin thinking about 
this coming realignment of congressional 
districts. All Georgians who have had 
their votes and political representation 
to the point of being ridic- 
s must let their voices be heard. Un-

Although Cardinal Roncalli is a 
pastor at heart, he served in Vat- 
ican diplomatic posts for 27 
years. He had served as postwar 
papal nuncio to France and his 
love for the French was obvious 
in his choice of a papal name. 


The last recognized Pope John 
was John XXII, a Frenchman, 
who reigned from 1316 to 1334. 


A Pope Johns XIII in the 15th 
century is held by the church to 
have been a “false” or anti-pope, 
and is not listed in official church 
records tracing back to the first 
Pope, St. Peter. 


The election of Cardinal Ron- 
calli occurred during the after- 
noon balloting in the conclave. 
Roncalli received at least the 
necessary. two thirds plus one 
majority of 35 votes. A plume of 
smoke emerged from the stove- 
pipe atop the chapel at 5:07 p.m. 
It curled upward grayish white 
in the gathering darkness of the 
October evening. People inside 
the Vatican conclave area began 
to wave white handkerchiefs. The 
word ran through the crowd. 


All eyes focused on the balcony 
where the Pope would be pro- 
claimed to the people. Brilliant 
spotlights bathed the balcony in 
a soft glow.

The U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare approved 
Tuesday a $599,972 grant towards 
construction of a new Fulton 
County Health Center. 


J. W. Lemon, county public 
health administrator, said the ap- 
proved grant was “exactly the 
amount we applied for” under 
the Hill-Burton program.

Judge Vaughn's order followed 
a declaration by the county com- 
mission that a state of rabies 
emergency existed in DeKalb and 
after the health department 
placed two areas under quaran- 
tine. 


DeKalb’s quarantine means that 
all dogs and cats must be con- 
fined to their owners’ premises 
and animal owners should watch 
their pets closely for any change 
in behavior.

The unfortunate 
congressman who winds up with- 
out a district of his own will 
either have to retire from Con- 
gress or run in the district in 
which his county is placed. 


How the actual carving is to be 
done won't be quite so simple. It 
is hot likely that any congress- 
man will look with much en 


thusiasm on being legislated out 
of office. 


There seems to be no federal) 
or state laws setting up a formula 
for dividing congressional dis- 
tricts roughly along population 
lines. 


THE FIFTH’S MIGHT 


With one exception, Georgia's 
present 10 districts are not too 
unbalanced in terms of popula- 
tion. By the 1950 census count, the 
average was a little above 300,000 
each except for the Fifth District 
which was 618,431. The Fifth 
comprises the Greater Atlanta 
area and includes Fulton, DeKalb 
and Rockdale counties. Even by 
the 1950 census, it was one of the 
most populous in the U.S.; latest 
population estimates from the 
State Health Department place 
the population of the district at 
764,000—far more than double 
the average for the other nine 
districts in Georgia and probably 
the largest in the country. 


One of the arguments certain 
to be used if the state is re 
apportioned in 1962 is that Fulton 
County, with a population now of 
around 600,000, should be a single 
district. But this argument runs 
headlong into the prevailing po- 
litical climate in the state which 
opposes granting increased po- 
litical strength to the urban 
areas.

What they 
are really good at is convincing 
homeowners that they need re- 
pairs that may not be necessary 
at all. 


They may offer, too, to give 
you a cash rebate for other 
business you may get them with 
your neighbors, or perhaps they 
tell you that their work is done 
on a trial basis. About the only 
thing you're likely to get out of 
such a deal is unfriendly neigh- 
bors, who will not look kindly 
on the fact that you steered the 
gyp artists to them. And there 


) By ‘Sharp’ Salesmen 


is nothing “‘trial’ about such 
deals, either. They are outright 
sales, and you're stuck with 
them whether satisfied or not. 


Another favorite approach is 
to claim or suggest that the ma- 
terials to be used are approved 
by the government. Of course 
there can be no such endorse- 
ment. You pick the contractor, 
and only you can determine 
whether the work is satisfac- 
tory. 

Your best protection is to deal 
only with reputable, responsible 


contractors, most of whom 
wouldn't even consider coming 
to your door with such an “‘op- 
portunity.” If the firm repre- 
sented by the salesman is un- 
known to you check the Better 
Business Bureau or Chamber of 
Commerce. In some areas, too, 
the legitimate house-repair con- 
tractors have organized to up- 
hold honest practices. Such as- 
sociations are happy to give 
you information about the firm 
you're deaiing with.

itary disorders; and of the same social 
rank and religion” as he. The matter of 
her fortune which “in Prudence should not

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Fire Ant Venom, 
Cancer Link Eyed 


Fire ants have venom that 
differs from that of other stinging 
insects. The venom is a nerve 
poison that is highly toxic to many 
insects except to other fire ants. 
It has antibiotic properties against 
bacteria and its effect on cancer 
cells is being studied. 


A group from Louisiana State 
University obtained this venom 
by holding the ants with forceps 
and stroking the abdomen with a 
fine capillary tube until the 
stinger was everted. 


To collect the droplets of venom 
in the: capillary tube, the pro- 
cedure had to be carried out under 
a dissecting microscope. 


Fire ants are becoming a 
scourge in Southeastern United 
States. They damage crops and 
livestock and attack | humans. 
When stung, the area becomes red 
and swollen and burns like billy- 
ho. Shortly thereafter a small 
pustule forms in the center. Some 
individuals develop fever and 
those who are sensitive to the bite 
encounter allergic reactions.

Know Your County 


Early U.S. Leaders Came 
From Crawford County | 


Crawford County, in central Georgia, was created from Houston 
County in 1822, ranking 55th in order of creation. It was named 
for William H. Crawford, who twice represented Georgia in the 
Senate, served as secretary of the treasury under two administra- 
tions and narrowly missed becoming President after a protracted 
contest in the House of Representatives. ' 

Knoxville, the county seat, was named for Gen. Henry Knox, 
leader in the Revolutionary War for“whom fhe Tennessee city was 
named. 

On the courthouse square is a monument to 
Joanna Troutman (later Mrs. Green Vinson) who 
designed and made the first Lone Star Flag of 
Texas. She presented it to a group of Georgians 
en route to help Texas fight for its independence 
in 1835. The colors were reversed (to white star 


on a blue background) and it was adopted as the 
official state flag. In 1913, she was reinterred in the Texas state 


cemetery. 


Ft. Lawrence, which has disappeared, was established in Craw- 
ford County to protect the old Indian Agency that stood on the east 
bank of the Flint River. 

Crawford County covers 313 square miles and it is tied with 
Johnson as the 95th largest county. Part of Crawford went to make 
Upson County, There were 568 farms in the county in 1954. Over 
half the farm income came from sale of fruits and nuts and the 
county ranked fourth in the number of peach trees in Georgia 
in 1954.

Paul Brown, the fabulous head coach of the Cleveland Browns, 
was coaching at Massillon when he first heard of Groza, an all- 
state performer in football and basketball. 


When Brown moved to Ohio State he extended a. scholarship 
offer to the Martins Ferry ace. Groza played freshman football for 
the Buckeyes and once booted a 50-yard field goal against Pitt. 
Then Groza went into the Army; Paul Brown moved to Great Lakes, 
then into Cleveland to establish his famous empire. 


Groza never returned to Ohio State to play football, joining the 
Browns when he was discharged from the service. He did return 
each summer until he picked up a diploma. 


“I’ve been there ever since,”’ Groza said, “and it’s really 


been a pleasure to play fer Paul Brown. He’s truly a remark- 
able man. We’ve had only one losing season in Cleveland. No, 
I don’t think you could single out our greatest team; we've had 
too many good ones.”’ 


Groza, now 3% and still active as an offensive tackle, has no 
retirement plans. “I'll leave that up to Coach Brown,” he said. 
*‘Maybe I can stay on as a field goal specialist, but I don’t know. 
I play for fun now.” 


It is true, of course, that Groza doesn’t have to play for funds. 
He’s a successful laundry operator and insurance salesman in 
Cleveland. He harbers.no coaching ambitions unless Brown wants 
to retain him in the Browns’ family.
